REPORT ON FRESH AIR HOME

On June 28th, 1976, 60 HSS young patients boarded two chartered coaches 
and headed for the Southampton Fresh Atr Home for eight weeks of super- 
vised group living away from their economically and socially disadvant- 
aged homes. For some children, it was the first camp experience. The 
rest are repeat campers, whose high spirit and eagerness indicated that 
they looked forward to a happy and exciting camp period ahead of them. 


The children are selected each year by the Social Work Department, based 
on the patient's need for socialization, independence and compatibility. 
Early separation is particularly important with physically handicapped 
children, so that they have a chance to learn how to do things for them- 
selves. While at home, their parents tend to be either overprotective 
or neglectful in the upbringing of their handicapped child. Special 
needs are emphasized in each child's social summary to the camp. 


This year, among the 60 children attending the camp, the breakdown 
according to diagnosis was as follows: 


6 Muscular Dystroply patients 2 Scoliosis patients 

6 Juvenile Arthritis patients 6 Children's Hip patients 

2 Amputee patients 7 Meningomyelocle patients 

5S Osteogenesis Imperfecta pts. 4 Children's Foot patients 
22 Cerebral Palsy patients 


A good number of the children attending the summer camp are on a physi- 
cal therapy program either at HSS or at home; eight weeks of inter- 
ruption could mean serious setbacks. For the past year, Mrs. Barbara 
Bedell and Mrs. Alice Woo, Director of our Social Work Department, have 
worked closely with the camp to justify the addition of a Registered 
Physical Therapist and the erection of a therapeutic pool with under- 
water equipment. The addition of an RPT was finally approved, but it 
was too late for recruitment. 


For the first time since its inception, the Fresh Air Home was reim- 
bursed for the cost of food by the State Department of Education in con- 
junction with the State Department of Agriculture. This was only 
accomplished after the Social Work Department of Special Surgery sent 
written proof that more than one third of the campers are receiving 
public assistance. The camp received $10,000; and will receive $10,000 
each year hereafter. 


Hurricane Belle paid a visit to Southampton this summer, and the camp 

was without water and electricity for two days. The children were not 
harmed and the only damage occured when some trees fell down and broke 

a few window panes. The local fire department came with a fire truck 
full of wager, and the Long Island Lighting Company gave enough juice 

to the kitchen area to prevent food spoilage. The news of The Home with- 
out electricity and water was very upsetting to the community who view 
HSS patients as their residents. The Elks Club donated an auxiliary 
generator to the Home, so that the children will not suffer this incon- 
venience in the future.
